Lompoc's city council Tuesday 
will take action on urgings that it go 
forward on a full storm drain 
project that will eliminate the city’s 
flooded winter intersections at a net 
cost to the city of $582,000. 
On February 7, bids were opened 
for storm dram work at seven 
graduated levels of completion The 
lowest bid was 7 4 per cent below 
the engineer’s estimate and was 
made 
by 
the 
O’Shaughnessy 
Company of Goleta for completion 
of the most complete dram system 
bid This system would drain almost 
all of the city’s downtown ponding, 
including chronic flooding problems 
at Hapgood School on South A 
Street. 
Included would be an over 14 block 
long “ backbone” drain underground 
from Cypress Avenue down D Street 
to the East-West channel beyond 
North Avenue as well as lateral 
underground pipes along Chestnut, 
Ocean and Cypress Avenues and 
along one block of both North and 
South A Streets. 
In a letter to the council, James 
M. 
Stubchaer, 
Flood 
Control 
Engineer for the Santa Barbara 
County Flood Control and Water 
Conservation District said this: 
“ The bids are considered to be 
extremely favorable in the light of 
current shortages and inflation, and 
probably represent values which 
cannot be expected to be repeated in 
the future.” 
Stubchaer recommended that the 
council proceed with the maximum 
system and that they make their 
decision Tuesday night. Bids are 
valid, he said, for 30 days after the 
day of opening. The Board of the 
Flood Control District, which is 
actually 
the 
County 
Board 
of 
Supervisors, would, Stubchaer said, 
vote on his recommended $152,000 
county contribution and award the 


contract at their Feb 26 meeting if 
the Lompoc council acts Tuesday 
night. 
According to the engineer, the 
O’Shaugnessy bid of $704,000 would 
be augmented by a $71,000 bill for 
testing and inspection to make the 
total tab for the project $775,000. 
But, he said, the state’s share would 
be $41,000 and the county would pay 
$152,000 This makes the project’s 
cost to the city $582,000 
This sum would probably have to 
come out of the city's federal 
revenue sharing entitlement which, 
through 1976, totals $1,018,822 The 
city has already voted to allow 
$99,000 of the allotment to be spent 
on the storm dram.

Talk with Father Jim Burnham, the new young priest at 
La Purísima Catholic Church, 324 South I St , and sooner or 
later he’ll pipe up, "I work on weekends, you know ” 
Followed by a disarming grin 
Now perhaps you re like most and never thought that 
priests come equipped with a sense of humor, especially 
about their calling Or, that a priest was once a child 
himself, has a mother and a father (siblings too9 You do, 
really? > or are allowed to wear anything but black suits and 
white collars 
So what does one do when Father Burnham opens the 
door wearing an Army khaki shirt (tail hanging out), 
reveals his father drives a school bus in Oxnard, and says

Father Burnham, 29. came to Lompoc in December from 
a Catholic church in Woodland Hills where he served for 
three years as an associate pastor But he has a past that 
goes back to a time before he was a priest, as implausible 
as that may seem. 
He was born in Roswell, New Mexico He grew up in 
Oxnard His father drives a school bus (that's beautiful». 
His mother works as a librarian and plays second violm in 
the Ventura County Symphony Orchestra 
His married sister lives on a sailboat at Redondo Beach 
His married brother works as a saving and loan appraiser 
in Oxnard Two brothers attend college 
While attending Santa Clara (Catholic) High School in 
Oxnard, he lettered in tennis For seven years, as a student 
at St. John’s Seminary College and its graduate theology 
school at Camarillo, he played intramural soccer, once 
holding the position of team captain 
Yes, but what does he do now, you ask, besides work on 
weekends? Stay in the rectory pondering next Sunday's 
sermon? Pondering other people’s problems and woes9 
Pondering holy scripture? 
Probably, he does that (I didn't bother to ask). He did 
show me his color slides of him hang-gliding off Pt. Sal 
“ I just went off Pine Canyon, which I don't recommend 
The winds are terrible for beginners.' 
said Father 
Burnham who owns a Bill Bennitt glider 
He owns two motorcycles — a big (1971) 750 cc Norton

Wholesale prices 
again surge upward 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Led by big increases for 
food and fuel, wholesale 
prices surged upward by 3.5 
per cent in January, the 
second fastest monthly rate 
in 27 years, 
the Labor 
Department reported today. 
About 70 per cent of the 
increase was due to higher 
prices 
for 
fuels, 
farm 
products 
and 
processed 
food—sectors 
of 
the 
economy that continued to 
be the biggest headache for 
the administration’s 
anti­ 
inflation campaign 
The government’s index 
of 
wholesale 
prices 
is 
considered a good indicator 
of how retail prices will act 
in the months ahead 
The nation’s consumers 
already had received a bad 
dose 
of economic 
news 
Thursday—a forecast by the 
Agriculture 
Department 
that retail food prices would 
rise about 12 per cent this 
year, after a 16 per cent leap 
in 1973. 
The price increases for 
wholesale farm 
products 
and processed foods over 
the past 12 months were 
even bigger, nearly 30 per 
cent, today’s report showed. 
Industrial 
commodities, 
which make up about three- 
fourths of the wholesale 
price index and are one of 
the 
best 
measures 
of 
underlying 
inflationary 
trends in the economy, rose 
17 per cent, from a year ago. 
With the exception of a 5 8 
per cent jump last August, 
January’s wholesale price 
rise was the biggest for a 
single 
month 
since 
an 
increase of 8.1 per cent in 
October, 
1946, when the 
nation was in the throes of 
an inflationary boom after 
World War II. 
When 
January’s 
price 


figures were adjusted for 
seasonal 
variations, 
the 
wholesale increase came to 
3.1 per cent, also the second 
largest monthly rise ever, 
according to the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. 


Although food and fuel 
were responsible for most of 
the rise, nearly all other 
prices moved up in their 
wake. 
Of 15 major categories 
m easured 
by 
the 
BLS—ranging from railroad 
cars to window glass—14 
rose last month and only 
one, 
lumber 
and 
wood 
products, declined 


Wholesale prices of farm 
products rose 8.2 per cent 
from December, processed 
food and feeds increased 4.1 
per cent, 
and 
industrial 
commodities advanced 2.5 
per cent. A1 of these figures 
showed a step-up in the rate 
of inflation since the end of 
1973. 


Although the rise in fuels 
was somewhat less than the 
pace 
of 
November 
and 
December, 
prices 
for 
gasoline, home heating oil 
and other refined petroleum 
products advanced by a 7.7 
per cent last month. 


Crude petroleum prices 
soared 22 per cent while 
other major energy sources, 
such as soft coal, electric 
power and coke also moved 
higher. 


Wholesale prices overall 
have now increased nearly 
21 per cent over the past 
year, the biggest 12-month 
rise on record.

Thursdays and Sunday afternoons off. so he can ski, play a 
guitar, or buy Jackson Brown albums, which he does 
If all of this sounds like they aren’t making priests like 
they used too. that's because they aren't. 


Out is the old monastic life when young men studied and 
never left the seminary, the attitude that priests should be 
trained to be of the world but not in it Now. seminary 
students are allowed more free time away from the 
seminary «besides the usual summer and three holiday 
breaks) and are required to work out in the community the 
year before being ordained 
The point of this new training is to provide priests with 
enough inner flexibility to bend when times and ways 
change During the 1960's, many priests of the old school 
were unable to handle changes in the Catholic church and 
society at large. 
“ Some priests would be shocked that I'm not in a suit and 
collar right now,’ he said, sitting behind the desk in his 
office 
“ My collar is a sign of my calling as a priest, not 
something to glorify in or hide behind ” 
He explained that priests are free to be who they are even 
if it means riding motorcycles around town or jumping off 
cliffs in a hang-glider

New York teachers come up 
with 'Security in the Schools' 


NEW YORK (U PI) -The 
traditional ABCs now also 
stand for something else in 
our classrooms — assaults, 
burglaries and crimes of 
almost any other sort All 
are driving school officials 
right up the blackboard. 
Now, to help eliminate 
what it calls a nation wide 
problem 
of 
safety 
for 
teachers and pupils. New 
York’s United Federation of 
Teachers (UFT) has com­ 
piled a booklet, “ Security in 
the Schools,” distributed to 
its 80,000 members and 
available on request to any 
administrators, 
teachers 
and parent groups. 
The waves of crimes are 
more “ intense" in urban 
areas, but they also are 
recorded in suburban and 
even rural schools, said 
Edward Muir Muir is UFT 
rep resentative 
and 
chairman 
of 
the 
school 
stability team. The other 
member is a police officer 
who provides liaison with 
the Board of Education 
Muir cited one study, a 
span from 1957 to 1967, that 
showed assault on teachers 
had risen 7,000 per cent 
In New York alone, the 
Board 
of 
Education 
received 
496 
reports on 
assault on teachers during 
the 1972-73 school year. “ A 
better idea of the problem’s 
magnitude may come from 
Police Department figures 
showing that officers were 
called to schools on 5,530 
occasions in the first seven 
months of 1973,’ he said in 
the publication. 
In an interview, Muir said 
he had reviewed reports 
from Chicago, Cincinnati, 
Dayton, Detroit and Los 
Angeles, and found they 
were 
having 
similar 
problems—"This 
is 
not 
something peculiar to New 
York " 
Students 
as 
well 
as 


teachers, secretaries, para- 
professionals 
and 
other 
employes 
can 
be 
the 
victims, or in many cases it 
is the student who assaults 
Then there is the intruder 
who rapes, robs, burglarizes 
or, 
as 
Muir 
puts 
it, 
“ commits 
almost 
every 
type of crime. 
Assaults 
though are the number one 
in cases reported ” 
The violence affects not 
only the victims but the tax 
paying 
public 
as 
well. 
School boards are spending 
millions each year to make 
the classrooms safe. 
The 
UFT 
publication 
concentrates on individual 
precautions for employes 
and the children but it goes 
also into such procedures as 
visitor 
control, 
school 
design and how to go about 
getting legal action 
Among 
the 
points 
on 
student safety: 
Children should not be 
sent out of a classroom 
alone Even when they leave 
in pairs, teachers should 
give them a time limit and 
get help if they don’t return. 
Youngsters should not be 
used to run errands for 
teachers. 
The 
fewer 
children in the hallways the 
better. Students should be 
encouraged 
to 
report 
assaults 
and 
robberies 
either to their teachers or 
the administration (“ Give 
me a dime or I’ll stomp 
you” is a robbery). 
Middle and high school 
students can organize safety 
committees; peer group dy­ 
namics can be used to turn 
the 
tables 
on 
the 
troublemakers. 
Muir said there is one 
cardinal rule for teacher 
safety. Never be alone for 
any extended period of time, 
anywhere in the school. 
Many teachers like to spend 
their lunch and preparation 
periods in the classroom. 


alone. 
It’s 
restful 
and 
quiet—and unsafe 
Even locking the doors 
isn’t safe; 
they can be 
picked easily. More than 
that, experience and assault 
records show that when 
someone knocks, teachers 
usually open the doors. 
UFT strongly urges the

Ehrlichman resurfaces 


Escaping the mire of Watergate

S E A T T LE - (NEA) - 
When John Ehrlichman re­ 
turned last summer to Seat­ 
tle, his hometown, the 
welcome was something less 
than warm. A Watergate 
casualty, he'd resigned in 
humiliation as President 
Nixon’s chief domestic ad­ 
viser and the homecoming 
was used by some locals as 
an occasion for public dis­ 
gust. 
Pickets formed outside 
Ehrlichman’s door. Bumper 
stickers appeared condemn­ 
ing “Jawohl John . Because 
of graffiti, the staff at the 
Olympic Hotel had to (twice) 
remove the prodigal son’s 
photo from the gallery of 
Seattle First Citizens. Police 
received anonymous calls 
and radio talk shows heated 
up with debate. 
Now, six months later, the 
abuse has mostly been 
stilled. Rarely does an indig­ 
nant letter appear in the 
press anymore, radical stu­ 
dent groups say “ he’s not 
worth worrying about now“ , 
authorities say the curiosity 
seekers no longer motor past 
Ehrlichman’s home, drop­ 
ping litter on his street. 
Mostly,” say neighbors of 
the man, “things here have 
returned to normal, thank 
God. 
And so it is that Ehrlich­ 
man himself is beginning to 
cautiously come out of the 
hiding forced on him by 
events of suspicion. Like a 
man testing the water with 
his toe, he is again being seen 
occasionally in public and 
has moved to reestablish his 
old law practice. He is even 
acknowledging receipt of 
“ voluntary" financial assis­ 
tance from people interested 
in his well-being. 
He is still not walking the 
streets here shaking hands, 
la la. Friends, former associ­ 
ates and law enforcement of­ 
ficials admit that “given the 
public mood" such would not 
be wise. 
Besides this, Ehrlichman’s 
freedom is still bogged down 
by the judicial aspects of 


Watergate. He is faced with 
10 civil suits as well as a 
criminal charge in connec­ 
tion with the 1971 burglary of 
the psychiatrist of Dr. Daniel 
Ellsberg. He is also being 
sued by the ex-roomate of 
Mary Jo Kopechne, (of Chap- 
paquidick notoriety), for 
alleged wiretapping. If this 
weren’t enough, there re­ 
mains the possibility of 
further Watergate charges; 
one report has it that 
E h rlich m an is alread y 
engaged in a kind of plea- 
bargaining procedure with 
Special Prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski. Additionally, the 
President has balked at the 
request to testify in court in 
his former aide’s behalf. 
Still, Ehrlichman must get 
back into the real world. Not 
independently wealthy, he 
needs to have work and asso­ 
ciations to feed his family of 
six and pay rent on a rnore- 
than-comfortable (six-figure 
price) home. To this end he 
has recently joined forces 
with three other Seattle busi­ 
nessmen to form an educa­ 
tional group concerned with 
the legal and ecological 
aspects of land use. The 
group is currently forming 
classroom seminars. At $200 
a head, presumably, Ehrlich­ 
man will take part in the 
teaching. 


Such instruction would fit 
him 
Before his political 
affiliations, Ehrlichman was 
a popular and effective Seat­ 
tle lawyer who specialized in 
land-use battles. One of his 
early cases — an argument 
over an aluminum com­ 
pany's wish to build a plant 
in the San Juan Islands — 
was a landmark victory for 
the rights of private-prop­ 
er ty owners to rem ain 
secluded. 


On the other side of the 
coin, Ehrlichman has often 
represented realty interests. 
"He’s a genuine conserva­ 
tionist," says a local at­ 
torney, “ but a Republican as 
well.’ In recent weeks, he 
has been doing some work 
for an Ohio signmaker who is 
protesting the outdoor ad- 


vertising blackout (energy 
conservation) in Oregon. 
Regardless of his client s 
pursuits, Ehrlichman by one 
account is “a damn good 
legal wrestler.” Yet even this 
ability has been brought up 
for debate by Watergate. 
Many young attorneys of the 
Washington State Bar Asso­ 
ciation have called for 
Ehrlichm an’s disbarment. 
Other attorneys, such as C. 
Henry Hechendorn, say the 
suggestion is outrageous — 
“There aren't any finer law­ 
yers that 1 would trust with 
my money or my life” — but 
disciplinary action remains a 
possibility and the matter is 
currently "pending " 
Negative action by the bar 
would be a severe blow to 
Ehrlichman. A one time “dis­ 
tinguished Eagle Scout” , al­ 
ready disgraced by associ­ 
ation and innuendo, he is 
said to deeply believe in ab­ 
solute morality. A convert 
from Judaism to Christian 
Science, one friend believes 


his h ig h ly d is c ip lin e d 
religion is "the most power­ 
ful influence in his life; I hope 
it doesn’t fail him." 


Ehrlichm an apparently 
has no doubts. Ex-law 
partner Keith Dysant re­ 
members a time the two 
were almost hit by an auto­ 
mobile: “John was absolutely 
calm. He told me ‘It wasn't 
close at all, it wasn’t going to 
happen.’ ’’ And neighbor 
Nancy Davidson adds: " I’m 
sure he believes God is with 
him. I think he’s nuts, but...’’ 
Many agree that if the worst 
did happen, Ehrlichm an 
would "fall apart." 


As it is, the one time “sec­ 
ond most powerful man in 
the nation” is said to be hold­ 
ing up rather well. He’s slim­ 
med down and is cheery with 
friends. Too. he’s venturing 
into the outdoors more; he 
recently took his family to 
Seattle’s Space Needle 
restaurant, he's been seen at 
a basketball game and is 
supposed to have attended a 
neighborhood party or two.

Once a Jacoby two- 
notrump sequence has 
started, the way to sign off is 
to jump right to game in the 
agreed suit. 
North has a very sound 
game forcing hand opposite 
an opening spade bid and 
responds two notrump. 
South's three club call 
shows a singleton club. The 
first duty of the opening bid­ 
der is to show a singleton if 
he has one. 
That three club rebid is 
just what North doesn't want 
to hear. It makes his king and 


queen of clubs rather worth­ 
less for slam purposes. 
Hence, his sound game force 
has been weakened materi­ 
ally and he jumps to four 
spades to warn his partner 
that he. North, has absolutely 
no slam interest. 
South is rather unhappy. 
He really liked his hand when 
North forced to a spade 
game, but South is a good 
partner and passes. 
It is well that he does. 
There is no way to avoid the 
loss of three tricks so even 
five spades is too high. 
We can't claim that use of 
the Jacoby two notrump kept 
this North and South out of 
trouble.

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Being old in America 
Money is not the answer 
Mission Hills news 


WASHINGTON - (N EA) - 
Throughout history there 
have been societies in which 
age was a reward to be 
coveted. The ancients of old 
China were venerated for 
their w isdom and experience 
Women of Africa have long 
looked on seniority as a 
deserved respite from hard 
labor. Even today in western 
civilization, some few heal­ 
thy-minded and well-to-do 
see retirement as the chance 
to accomplish that lor which 
youth did not afford the time 
Yet in the United States of 
the day, the outlook is largely 
otherw ise As French novelist 
and c r i t i c S im o n e de 
Beauvoir writes; "The vast 
majority look upon the com­ 
ing of age with sorrow or 
rebellion. It fills men (and 
women) with more aversion 
than does death itself 
And no wonder. Many of 
the nation's 20 million people 
over 65. while still largely 
affluent in comparison to 
their peers of other nations, 
are living by all American 
standards in scandalous dis­ 
comfort. According to con­ 
gressional f igures, one of four 
senior citizens lives below 
federally acceptable living 
conditions. The aged poor ac­ 
count lor fully one third of the 
nations poverty families. 
Half of the 3.6 million aged 
w ho live alone have less than 
$1,000 a year income. Thirty 
per cent of America s elderly 
lack flush toilets, 40 per cent 
have no hot water plumbing.

In recent years, some at­ 
tempt has !x*en made to rec­ 
tify the situation. Nine major 
government agencies now 
administer to various prob­ 
lems of old people A $543 
million Older Americans Act 
has been passed. Social Secu­ 
rity payments have risen 
several times. The present 
administration boasts that 
some $46 billion is spent an­ 
nually on the 10 per cent of 
American people who are 
elderly. 
The figures, however, are 
nowhere sat isfaetory The $46 
billion, for one thing, includes 
$34 billion in Social Security, 


which is not charity, and $7 
billion for various pension 
programs such as govern­ 
ment and railroad retire­ 
ments 
Thus the federal 
government is actually 
allocating only about $5 
billion to programs which 
deal with special problems 
(the current appropriation 
fo r e ld e r ly e d u c a tio n 
amounts to about 11 cents per 
capita). 
Yet even if sufficient 
money were being spent to 
alleviate elderly hardship in 
America, there would still be 
a monstrous old-age prob­ 
lem For the dilemma of the 
aged in this nation is not so 
much one of funds but 
priorities. America, says psy­ 
chologist R o b ert Lifto n , 
"started out as a young coun­ 
try and we've been trying to 
remain young ever since. 
This insistence has its charm 
and even its benefits, but it 
has also worked to the detri­ 
ment Of everyone who must 
eventually outlive the na­ 
tional image. 
The truth is that the Ameri­ 
can society largely cares for 
the individual only so long as 
he is profitable The govern­ 
ment even mandates the ap­ 
proximate stage for the in­ 
dividual's fall from favor 
age 65 From then on, and 
there is no denying it. most 
are forgotten, Rousseau once 
asked. What is the point of 
having worked so hard if one 
finds in the end all his labor 
lost? The answer is there is no 
point. Once retired, many 
Americans wait to die, many 
others hasten death either 
physically or psychologically. 
Not all, of course. If one in 
four elderly Americans is 
poor, if 826 men per 100,000 
commit suicide after age 85, 
then three in four must be liv­ 
ing fairly comfortably and 
99,164 octogenarians are not 
taking gas. The majority of 
Americans, indeed, are pro­ 
bably as Goethe would have 
it; "He is happiest who can 
see the connection between 
the end and the beginning of 
his life." 
But graceful old age is how 
it should be in a nation with a 
trilllon-dollar G N P and a 
history rich m social achieve­ 
ment. And that several mil­ 
lion each year are not enjoy­ 
ing grace is all the more 
unacceptable because of the 
majority that do. Besides, if 
things are left as they are the 


problem ol the minority will 
become even more stagger­ 
ing 
The elderly are the 
fastest growing segment ol 
the American population; by 
the year 2000 there will be at 
least eight million more, in­ 
cluding many reading this 
article. 
The question is how to pre­ 
pare for the larger popula­ 
tion to share a more equitable 
and m eaningful old age 
More money is important, but 
it is probably not to come in 
the amounts needed (youth is 
traditionally reluctant to pay 
for age). A better answer is 
the less costly change of at­ 
titudes toward our old 
The attitudinal change, say 
some, should be complete. De 
Beauvoir savs that old age 
exposes the failure of our en- 
tire civilization, thus "It is the 
whole man that must be 
remade, it is the whole rela­ 
tionship between man and 
man that must be recast." 
Once we have understood 
what the state of the aged is, 
we cannot satisfy ourselves 
with the calling for a more 
generous old age pension It 
is the whole system that is at 
issue. “ Change life itself 
Though meritorious, her 
thought is impractical. Psy­ 
chologists 1 relieve that far 
less and far easier changes 
might work as well. But 
whatever course taken, it 
must have as its goal the 
destruction of the idea that 
people can be surp lus. 
Casanova was going strong at 
65; Shaw wrote some of his 
greatest plays in his late 70s. 
had Angelo Koncalli died 
before 60 we'd not have 
known him as Pope John XX- 
III 
Gerontological utopia, of 
course, is not the goal Age is 
f i l l ed wi th too much 
unavoidable terror to permit 
that. Yet a society can fie 
built in which all participate, 
as long as they are able, and 
where life satisfaction can 
continue to the end As writer 
Bernard Berenson phrased it 
at age 83 
“ So life is a continuously 
progressive restriction until 
if 1 live much longer I am 
confined to my bed. And yet. 
free from pain and above all 
nausea, I can believe it worth 
living, for an infinity of ide­ 
ated sensations remain in 
memory to be combined and 
recombined in charm ing 
wavs."

SACRAMENTO (U PI)- A 
group of "super shoppers 
has been deployed by the 
Attorney General s Office to 
protect 
California 
consumers against phony 
advertising 
and 
sales 
gimmicks. 


"They have been very, 
very effective," Herschel 
Elkins, chief of the state s 
Consumer Protection Tnit, 
said 
in 
an 
interview 
Tuesday. 
The 
squad—which 
has 
members in Sacramento, 
San Francisco, and Los 
Angeles—is 
also 
putting 
together 
an 
army 
of 
volunteer college students 
who shop large and small 
stores to check the validity 
of 
advertisements, 
sales 
practices and comparative 
prices. 


"They’re telling us what’s 
going on in the market 
place,” Elkins said 
Although the program is 
presently on a three month 
experimental 
basis, 
the 
shoppers are beginning to 
put cases together on illicit 
merchandising 
The group consits of a 
housewife in Sacramento, 
two former female teachers 
in Los Angeles and a male in 
San 
Francisco. 
The 
Attorney General’s Office 


would not release the names 
of the "shoppers” because 
officials said they use their 
real names when conducting 
their investigations. 


The 
Sacramento 
shopper— who has been a 
housewife for 20 years 
reads the newspaper each 
day and then walks into 
downtown stores to find out 
if sale items are on sale 
"I have found that short 
stocking 
is 
the 
most 
frequent 
violation.” 
the 
woman said This is when a 
store will advertise a sales 
item and then put only a few 
up for sale. 
She said the Consumer 
Protection Unit, which is 
under 
the 
Attorney 
General’s Office, will begin 
keeping files on frequent 
violators and when enough 
information is gathered a 
legal action will be brought. 
Elkins 
said 
the

shoppers in Los Angeles 
have

almost three months and

extended. 
Elkins said m addition to 
their investigations into all 
areas 
of 
shopping, 
the 
members are 
organizing

County office hopes 
to collect $79,000 


Santa Barbara County’s 
new 
environmental 
coordinator’s 
office 
is 
hopeful of realizing about 
$79,000 
in 
fees 
while 
expending about 
$100,000 
this year, the board of 
supervisors was informed 
this week. 


Administrative 
officer 
Raymond D. Johnson said 
he 
plans 
to 
make 
a 
recommendation shortly on 
a 
proposal for a 
third 
environmental specialist for 
the office of environmental 
coordinator 
Albert 
Reynolds. 


Reynolds said more help 
is needed in his office due to 
the heavier-than - expected 
workload and the need to 
provide 
environmental 
assessments at a speedy 
rate 
so 
that 
projects 
wouldn’t 
be 
held 
up 
unneccessanly. 


Reynolds said a $13,000 a 
year 
environm ental 
specialist could save the 
county more than $40,000 in 
the coming year, explaining 
that 
outside 
consultants’ 
fees for the work of such a 
person could run as high as 
$57,000 in 12 months. 


The fee structure includes 
$25 for an assessment of 
environmental aspects of a 
project, $125 for filing and 
processing 
of 
negative 
declarations 
by 
the 
applicant, and a minimum 
of $850 for handling of full- 


scale environmental impact 
reports. 


The workload now is such, 
Reynolds says, that his two 
environmental 
specialists 
and 
clerical 
help 
are 
working overtime without 
overtime 
pay 
and little 
chance 
of 
getting 
compensatory time off. 
The 
co un ty’s 
new 
environmental assessment 
office was set up last fall 
and its functions are state- 
mandated, with the aim 
being to serve the public by 
bringing 
about 
better 
projects and serve as early 
warning system to alert 
applicants to possible major 
health, flooding and other 
problems before projects 
get under way. 
Supervisor 
Curtis 
Tunnell, often critical of the 
county’s environmental and 
air 
pollution

departments, told Johnson 
he hoped he would “ resist 
unnecessary expansion” in

Congress is too timid, too in awe of 
the presidency, to remove Mr. 
Nixon 
from 
office 
by 
the 
impeachment route. 
Conceivably 
the 
HouSe of Represen­ 
tatives 
might by 
late spring muster a 
majority vote for a 
resolution 
of 
impeachment 
requiring the Senate 
to sit as jury 
But it has long been clear that that 
jury— with 43 Republicans — will 
never come up with a two-thirds 
vote, 
as called 
for under the 
Constitution, 
to 
convict 
a 
Republican President Short, that is, 
of some heinous crime as yet 
nowhere evident. 
This can be interpreted only as a 
failure of the constitutional process 
which 
cle a rly 
prescribes 
impeachment as the way to remove 
a defaulting officer of government. 


The cries that go up for the 
President’s resignation are raised in 
the futile hope that he will take 
himself off the scene and take the 
politicians off the 
hook of an 
impeachment vote. 


“ Those 
who would 
harass a 
President 
out 
of 
office 
by 
resignation,” former Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller of New York said at a 
Republican rally last week, “ would 
not only circumvent but abrogate 
the Constitution of 
the United 
States. 


“ They would leave a great and 
unresolved doubt as a heritage of 
this troubled time That would be an 
injustice not only to Richard Nixon 
but to those who follow him in the 
presidency.” 


Rockefeller was speaking at a 
rally in Illinois given for one of the 
ablest Republicans in Congress, 
Rep John B. Anderson The four- 
term 
governor 
of 
New 
York, 
considered a leading candidate for 
the nomination of his party in 1976,

Discussing the Senate as the jury

trials, 
Alexander Hamilton, in Paper No 
65 of the Federalist Papers said : 
“ The subject of its jurisdiction 
are those offenses which proceed 
from the misconduct of public men, 
or, in other words, from the abuse or 
violation of some public trust. They 
are of a nature which may with 
peculiar propriety be denominated 
political, as they related chiefly to 
injuries done immediately to the 
society itself ” 
Couid any words be more aptly 
applied to the Nixon presidency0 In

paper 
refuting 
the 
objections to designating the Senate 
as the trial body Hamilton declared : 
“ If mankind were to resolve to 
agree 
in 
no 
institution 
of 


government, until every part of it 
had been adjusted to the most exact 
standard

perfection, 
society 
would soon become a general scene 
of anarchy and the world a desert " 
With 
the 
Congress 
timid, 
cowardly, facing the challenge of 
impeachment, the White House and 
certain Nixon allies are playing a 
cat 
and 
mouse 
game 
that 
is 
ridiculous not to say despicable. 
To suggest, as Sen Hugh Scott has 
done, that evidence on tape is 
available which would exonerate the 
President of any complicity in the 
Watergate break-in or coverup — 
and then to decline to give out this 
evidence, is the surest way to 
convince even loyal Nixon partisans 
that the truth is being concealed. 
This goes, too, for the White 
House hints about falsehood in the 
testimony of the former White 
House counsel, John Dean 111.

Are they doormats? 


How long can 79 members of the 
State Assembly permit Bob Moretti 
to continue as Speaker. He has 
indicated 
he 
has 
no 
intention 
relinquishing the job until after the 
June primary. 
But having declared himself an 
active candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for governor this should 
be an intolerable position for the 
other members to swallow 
The speaker is elected by the 
members to act as presiding officer. 
The position carries with it the 
responsibility to work for the best 
interests of the entire house and all 
of its members. It is a big job which 
demands the full attention of the 
person occupying it. 
Being a candidate for state wide 
office it is obvious he can no longer 
give the speakership his undivided 
attention And when it comes to the 
question of whether he is to make 
the assembly look good or himself, 
the candidate will opt for the latter 
at 
the 
sacrifice of 
his fellow 
members. It is a built in conflict of 
interest. 
Already his clinging to the job 
makes the other members look bad. 
For their inaction in replacing him 
allows him to use state offices and 
employes paid by public funds for 
his personal advancement. 
Moretti has expanded the office of 
speaker to include 23 employes 
which 
he 
has 
conveniently 


distributed in offices in San Diego, 
Los Angeles and San Francisco. The 
total monthly payroll for these aides 
is $24,175. His top lieutenants are 
paid $2403 and $1900 a month This is 
a larger staff and more offices than 
any other speaker has ever had 
And there is a potential for them 
to look even worse For they are 
leaving the door wide open for an 
avowed gubernatorial candidate to 
improperly use the vast power of the 
speaker to raise sorely needed 
campaign 
funds. 
Moretti 
has 
already bragged of banking $250,000 
for his forthcoming campaign. More 
recently he disclosed he expects to 
spend $1 million in the primary. 
The 
success 
or 
failure 
of 
legislative proposals can be greatly 
influenced by a determined speaker. 
After all, he appoints all committee 
members and chairmen through 
which 
all 
legislation 
must 
be 
funnelled He alone decides to which 
committee each bill is channelled It 
is not unheard of for a speaker to 
indicate to a chairman and the 
members what fate he wishes for a 
given bill. There is always contained 
in such suggestions the implied 
threat of a chairman or member 
being removed. 
As speaker, Moretti has also 
attempted to follow his predecessor, 
Jesse 
Unruh 
who, 
acting 
as 
campaign 
fund 
raiser 
for 
“ deserving” assembly candidates,

earned 
the sobriguet of 
Big 
Daddy.” 
To 
be 
deserving 
one 
usually must be a Democrat but. 
more 
important, 
must 
swear

Although he has been 
active as a fund raiser, Moretti 
hasn’t been as successful as Unruh 
in 
getting 
candidates 
elected 
Veteran Capitol observers have 
seized upon this to claim that 
Moretti, instead of being a Big 
Daddy has turned out to be only a 
“ Mini-Daddy.” 
Moretti puts down his role as fund 
raiser 
saying 
that 
function 
is 
embarassing to him Nevertheless, 
he admitted to raising more than 
$150,000 in 
behalf 
of assembly 
candidates 
in the 
1972 general 
election. Most of this came from 
lobbyists but Moretti claimed there 
were no strings attached 
Asked why the lobbyists would 
contribute if there was nothing in it 
for them, he said quite boldly: 
“ I ’ll tell you why. Because if they 
came to see me and said,4We’re not 
going to help you because of what 
you did to us this session,’ I would 
say, if you think what I did to you 
last session was bad, wait ‘til next 
session.” 
It would seem in view of the 
potentials for misuse of the office 
that the members must now act 
promptly to compel Moretti to step 
down 
or 
face 
the

of 
appearing as weaklings willing to 
being used as doormats to one man’s 
personal political ambitions.

The Washington Report published 
by the Chamber of Commerce of the 
U.S. 
comments this week on the 
fact that members of Congress may 
give themselves a seven per cent, or 
$3.000 pay raise. 
Have 
you 
ever 
wondered why your 
Congressman some­ 
times 
shows 
so 
little understanding 
of 
problem s 
relating to inflation, 
high 
cost 
of 
government 
and 
other matters that 
seem to consume 
more 
of 
your 
waking hours? 
Well, it could have something to do 
with the difference between your 
pay and their pay. 


According 
to 
the 
U.S. 
Department 
of 
Commerce, 
the 
average 
American employed 
in 
private industry earned $8,444 per 
year in 1972 and the median income, 
for all families, including incomes 
of working wives, was $11,120 which 
means 
that 
the 
a v e ra ge 
Congressman earned about four 
times as much as his average 
constituent. 


The Report looks at it another 
way. According to Internal Revenue 
Service 
data 
for 
1971, 
anyone 
earning $42,500, which was the base 
pay for Congress, was in the top one 
per cent of all persons filing income 
tax returns. 


But, the Report says, ask your 
Senator or Congressman about his 
expenses. There’s the cost 
of 
maintaining 
an extra 
place 
of 
residence 
in 
Washington. 
Well, 
that’s been taken care of because 
$3,000 of his income is in the form of 
a tax-free allowance. 


How about all of those trips back 
home? 
Your 
Congressman 
can 
make as many as 38 trips back home 
for each two year period at the 
taxpayers’ expense or if he chooses, 


can take his allowance in the form 
of $2,250 in cash. 
There’s the stationery allowance 
of $4,250 in cash The Congressman 
gets to keep what is not spent on 
stationery. 
How about all the speeches he has 
to make? Chances are they just add 
to his income. Last year some 
members of Congress received up to 
$50,000 in honorariums from groups 
they addressed. 
Also, there’s a pension fund which 
entitles a member of Congress with 
20 years of service to about $20,000 
per year at age 60. 
How 
much 
is 
this 
worth0 
According to Rep. Martha Griffiths 
(D-Mich.), if you were to try to 
duplicate this pension for yourself, 
you would have to save about $25,000 
per year, after taxes, over a period 
of 20 years. The cost to your 
Congressman is $3,400 per year. 
How about inflation? In 1954, 
a 
Congressman’s salary was $12,500. 
Since then the cost of living has gone 
up by 69.3 per cent, which means a 
Congressman would need a salary of 
$21,162 to keep pace with inflation. 
Do Congressmen need a raise? 
You be the judge.
